The matter of this contract and the order author- 
izing the execution of same appearing on page 391 
of Book 1, Minutes of Commissioners Proceedings 
of Clearwater county under date of February 24th, 
1914, and the consent of M. G. Nease to a cancella- 
tion of the same having been filed, which consent is 
as follows, to-wit:

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners, 
Clearwater County, Idaho: 
Gentlemen: 

In relation to contract for the cruising and esti- 

mating of lands between Clearwater county and M. 
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G. Nease bearing date of February 24, 1914, referred 
to on page 391 of Book 1 Minutes of the Proceedings 
of the Board of County Commissioners of Clearwater 
county, beg leave to advise you that I consent to a 
eancellation of said contract and do hereby waive 
all my rights thereunder.

and the same having been duly considered and the 
Board being fully advised in the premises orders that 
said contract be, and the same hereby is, cancelled 
and declared null, void, and of no effect and the order 
authorizing the execution of the same be and the 
same hereby is set aside, vacated and held for naught, 
and it is so ordered. 


IN THE MATTER OF THE APPLICATION OF 
THE ASSESSOR OF CLEARWATER COUNTY 
FOR A CRUISE OF THE TIMBER LANDS OF 
CLEARWATER COUNTY AND THE FURN- 
ISHING TO HIS OFFICE OF DATA NECES- 
SARY TO MAKE A CORRECT ASSESSMENT 
OF SUCH TIMBER LANDS. 

At this meeting of the Board the matter of having 
the timbered lands of this county cruised and esti- 
mated for assessment purposes was again called to 
our attention by P. H. Blake, the county assessor, 
and he again stated to the Board that the timber 
lands of this county were not bearing their just pro- 
portion of taxation and a letter was presented by the 
assessor to the Board bearing on this subject which 
letter reads as follows, to-wit: 
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April 15, 1914. 
To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners 
of Clearwater County, Orofino, Idaho. 
Gentlemen : 

As you are aware, I have at numerous times in 
the past taken up with you the matter of the proper 
assessment of the lands of this county, and partic- 
ularly the proper assessment of the timbered lands. 

As county assessor I am required by law to assess 
all lands in the county subject to taxation at their 
“true cash value’. 

The assessor’s office of this county has no records, 
information or data that will enable the assessor to 
determine for assessment purposes the ‘‘true cash 
value” of the timbered lands of this county. 

As you well know the major portion of Clearwater 
county is a rough and mountainous country on which 
is growing different varieties of timber of varying 
density and the lands of subdivisions are difficult to 
locate. 

The only manner of determining the value of tim- 
ber lands is by having a reliable cruise of them made. 
Which cruise should show the quantity and quality 
of the various kinds of timber on each sub-division. 

The burden of taxation is unequally distributed 
in this county as there are vast areas of timber land 
escaping their just share of taxation. 

I therefore recommend and request that you take 
such steps as you deem advisable to cause all of the 
timbered lands of this county subject to taxation to 
be cruised in a careful manner and reliable records 
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of such cruising furnished to this office for the use 
and benefit of the assessor. 

It is absolutely necessary that these lands be relia- 
bly cruised and records of such cruisings furnished 
this office to enable the assessor to comply with the 
law.

This matter has been repeatedly called to our at- 
tention by the assessor and parties who are residents 
and taxpayers of this county and we have previously 
investigated the matter of having the timbered lands 
cruised and the advisability and expense of same and 
also as to the best method to pursue in case we deter- 
mined that it was to the best interest of the taxpay- 
ers of this county to have the lands cruised for assess- 
ment purposes, and after due and thorough investi- 
gation the board has found that the great wealth of 
this county is in its timbered lands and that said lands 
are rough and mountainous and inaccessible to ordi- 
nary travel and investigation and further that the 
quantity and quality and kinds of timber of the dif- 
ferent legal sub-divisions varies so that the true cash 
value of the lands varies greatly and further that the 
only way of learning and determining the true cash 
value of these lands is to have the same cruised and 
estimated and reported upon and further the Board 
has investigated the assessment rolls of this county 
and from such investigation have found that the tim- 
ber lands in the county are not being assessed and 
taxed at their true cash value as required by law and 
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that the facts contained in the letter of the county 
assessor a copy of which appears above are true and 
that the assessor has no records or cruise or data 
whereby he can assess these timbered lands at their 
true cash value and that the said timbered lands are 
not bearing their just proportion of the taxes but on 
the other hand are way under valued and that the 
taxes of the county are not therefore equal and uni- 
form on all classes of property as they should be 
and further that the said lands are not assessed at 
their true cash value and the taxes are unequal and 
not uniform on account of the assessor not having 
a reliable cruise and estimate of the said lands and 
the timber thereon, and further we when setting as 
the board of equalization are required by law to en- 
force and compel a proper classification and assess- 
ment of all property required to be entered upon the 
real property roll and to raise or lower the assess- 
ment on all parcels of property that are not assessed 
at their true cash value and we find and have found 
that we cannot do these things for the reason that 
we have no cruise or estimate of these timbered lands 
and that for us to be able to enforce and compel a 
proper assessment on timbered lands it is absolutely 
necessary that the same be cruised and estimated, 
and we have previously further thoroughly investi- 
gated as to the best and most economical and most 
satisfactory method of securing a careful, accurate 
and reliable cruise, that 1s whether it would be to the 
best interest of the tax payers of this county to have 
the cruise made by authorizing the assessor to ap- 
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point deputies for that purpose or by having the 
cruise made by some competent person, firm or cor- 
poration, and to determine this the Board has corre- 
sponded with counties in the Northwestern States 
that have had their timbered lands cruised and two 
of the commissioners have personally made an inves- 
tigation in some of these counties that have had 
cruises made, and after careful and thorough inves- 
tigation the Board finds that the most satisfactory 
method and the most economical and competent 
cruises are obtained by giving a contract to some 
competent person, firm or corporation, and requiring 
such person, firm or corporation to execute a 
good and sufficient bond for the faithful performance 
of the work, and whereas M. G. Nease has submitted 
a proposal to cruise the timbered lands of this county 
which proposal is in words and figures as follows, 
to-wit: 
Orofino, Idaho, April 15, 1914. 
To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners, 
Clearwater County, Idaho. 

Gentlemen: 

I beg to submit for your consideration the follow- 
ing proposal for the examination of the patented 
lands subject to taxation in Clearwater county. 

I will examine and cruise the patented lands sit- 
uated in Clearwater county between this date and 
such reasonable date as may be required by your 
board at and for the price of twelve and one-half 
cents (1214) per acre. 

I will give a bond in some surety company qual- 
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ified to do business in this state in such reasonable 
sum as the county commissioners may require, said 
bonds to provide for the faithful performance of the 
terms of the contract to be entered into between the 
County of Clearwater and myself. 

The examination, cruise and report included in this 
proposal will show the quantity and quality of all 
timber on each Governmental sub-division, including 
a full description of the timber as to size, number of 
logs per tree, percentage of surface clear timber, 
damage by fire or otherwise, and the probabilities 
of fire; will describe logging conditions, showing ac- 
cessibility of timber to market and the best manner 
of handling same. 

My reports will show the general topography of 
all lands examined and cruised. The topography 
maps will be sketched to show all openings, clearings, 
burns, marshes, lakes, rivers, creeks, trails, roads, 
waterfalls, coal, valuable stone, mineral outcropp- 
ings and all other topographic features usually ob- 
served by cruisers. Will furnish land classification 
maps showing a general description of the surface 
and soil on all lands examined, these maps to describe 
the adaptability of the lands for agricultural, graz- 
ing or other purposes after the timber is removed, 
all reports to show the elevation of all lands cruised 
and examined, these elevations to be taken by means 
of an Aneroid barometer. Upon a witness tree at 
each section corner located will mark with an ax the 
letter ““N” in such manner as to be easily identified. 

This proposal is to be construed as covering every- 
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thing necessary to make a complete estimate of the 
timber and a description of all lands cruised and 
examined, and to include any features which in the 
judgment of your board would be a benefit and value 
to Clearwater County. 

In case the contract should be entered into between 
the County of Clearwater and myself I will employ 
none but the most competent cruisers and assistants, 
and will not sub-contract any part of the work, and 
will make a very careful cruise and comprehensive 
report on all lands examined. 

All reports shall be made in such form as shall 
meet the approval of the County Commissioners of 
Clearwater County.

And whereas we have previously made a thorough 
investigation of Mr. Nease and have investigated the 
cruising work done by him in other counties for such 
counties, and have written and talked with the coun- 
ty officials in some of said counties and have found 
from such investigation that he has had a large ex- 
perience in this character of work and that the cruis- 
es made by him are careful, accurate and honest 
cruises and that his work has been satisfactory to 
the counties and that these cruises made bv him are 
being used by the assessors in making up their assess- 
ment rolls and are of great value to them and that 
wherever he has cruised a county it has resulted in 
equalizing assessments and has given the assessors 
records and data that enable them to assess timbered 
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lands at their true cash value, and further the board 
finds on careful investigation that the price that Mr. 
Nease offers in his proposal to do the work for, that 
is twelve and one-half cents per acre, is a reasonable 
and fair price for the character and kind of work 
proposed to be done. 

Therefore after full and due consideration of the 
matter and being fully advised in the premises it is 
concluded and decided by the board that it is abso- 
lutely necessary for the orderly and prudent manage- 
ment of the affairs of the county to have the timbered 
lands in the county cruised and to have 
records and reports of such cruising made 
and filed with the county assessor for use 
by him in making up his assessments and 
also for use by the Board of Equalization and that it 
is impossible for the assessor of this county to make 
an assessment or valuation of the timbered lands 
of this county within many millions of dollars of their 
true cash value unless a full and careful cruise of 
such timbered lands be made and proper data furn- 
ished therefor, and that it is to the best interest of 
the taxpayers of the county that the cruise be made 
and the proposal of Mr. Nease be accepted and it is 
accepted and so ordered. 

M. G. Nease has also submitted to the Board a 
contract in writing which he proposes to execute, 
which said contract is in words and figures as fol- 
lows, to-wit: ; 

THIS AGREEMENT, Made and entered into this 
15th day of April, A. D. 1914, by and between the 
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County of Clearwater, a municipal corporation of 
the State of Idaho, acting through Frank Zelenka, 
Elmer O. Torgerson and Frank Harrison, the legally 
qualified and acting members of the Board of County 
Commissioners in of and for said county, party of the 
first part, and M. G. Nease, of Portland, Oregon, 
party of the second part. 

WITNESSETH: That for the consideration here- 
inafter provided, to be made and paid to the second 
party by the first party, the second party hereby 
covenants, contracts and agrees: 


1. 

That he will make and cause to be made a careful, 
complete and thorough cruise and estimate of all the 
timber on the patented lands situated in Clearwater 
county, Idaho, said cruise to be completed on or be- 
fore the 15th day of June, 1915; excepting such of 
said lands as the first party may from time to time 
withdraw from this contract, that is to say there are 
certain lands in Clearwater county of which the as- 
sessor knows the true cash value without the necessity 
of having a cruise thereon, and the first party shall 
have the right to withdraw such lands from time to 
time prior to the cruising of same, and the lands 
so withdrawn shall not be cruised.

That upon said cruise being made from time to 
time, the second party agrees to make reports of said 
cruise, said reports to contain topographic sketches 
showing the elevation of lands above sea level, taken 
by means of Aneroid barometers, said reports to show 
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all openings, burns, marshes, rivers, lakes, creeks, 
trails, roads, waterfalls, valuable stone, mineral out- 
croppings and all other topographic features observ- 
ed by the cruisers, said reports and sketches to show 
a general description of the character of the lands 
cruised, describing its adaptability for agriculture, 
grazing or other purposes after the timber is re- 
moved, said reports to describe the: character of the 
different varieties of timber, giving the average 
stump diameter, the average number of 16 foot logs 
per tree, the percentage of surface clear timber, said 
reports to describe logging conditions, showing dis- 
tance to outlet such as railroads or driving streams; 
said reports to show damage by fire or otherwise, 
and the probability of fire; and will furnish all blue 
prints, blanks and binders for reports at his own 
expense, and all reports herein agreed to be furn- 
ished to said first party shall be upon such quality of 
paper and of the size and form and contain all the 
data above provided accordingly as shall meet the 
approval of said first party.

That in making said cruise the second party shall 
use as a basis in estimating saw timber all trees hav- 
ing not less than a 12 inch stump diameter to an 8 
inch top and as a basis in estimating cedar poles all 
cedar trees not included as saw timber which have 
a top diameter of not less than six inches 25 feet 
above the stump all fir and tamarack which shall not 
be classed as saw timber shall be designated and 
counted as ties, and for this purpose a tie shall be 
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considered as being eight feet long and of standard 
dimensions.

The second party shall also as a part of this con- 
tract furnish and file with the Board of County Com- 
missioners of Clearwater county, a bond with surety 
to the satisfaction and approval of the first party 
in the sum of Ten Thousand dollars, which shall pro- 
vide that the second party shall faithfully perform 
all the terms and conditions of this contract on his 
part to be done and performed, which bond shall con- 
tinue and be in force and effect from the 15th day of 
April, 1914, up to and until the 1st day of October, 
1915, and no money shall be paid to the second party 
under the terms of this contract until such bond 
shall be filed and approved by the said first party. 


5. 

In consideration of the true and faithful perform- 
ance by the second party of the terms and conditions 
of this contract on his part required to be done and 
performed, the first party agrees to pay to said sec- 
ond party or to his order or assigns, a sum equal to 
twelve and one-half (1214) cents per acre, for all 
lands cruised and reported on by said second party, 
accordingly as aforesaid, which shall be accepted and 
approved by the first party as follows that is to say: 

That at each regular term of the Board of County 
Commissioners or at a special meeting called for this 
purpose by said Board of County Commissioners of 
said county during the life of this contract, said 
Board of County Commissioners shall examine, ac- 
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cept or reject all reports filed by the second party 
prior to said meeting and shall, 

Then give to the second party or to his order or 
assigns, an acceptance or rejection in writing, as 
the case may be, of the said reports, and all accept- 
ance shall state and specify the amount due the sec- 
ond party for said work; and shall at each meeting 
above provided, order to be issued to the second party 
or his order or assigns, county warrants drawn on 
the current expense fund for an amount equal to 
80% of the amount due the second party as shown by 
the accepted reports, the remaining 20% shall be paid 
to the second party or his order or assigns within 
60 days after the completion of the contract and the 
acceptance of the work.

It is further agreed by and between the parties 
hereto, that in case any cruise made by the second par- 
ty as shown by his said reports shall be disputed and 
the owner of the timber so cruised desires to have the 
came recruised, and the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Clearwater county shall make demand 
therefor, that both parties to this contract shall se- 
lect some competent cruiser satisfactory to both par- 
ties, and the cruiser so selected shall go over and 
cruise the tracts or tracts in dispute, and the cruise 
of the party so selected shall be taken as final. If 
the cruise of the party so selected as arbitrator varies 
more than 20% above or below the cruise of the sec- 
ond party, then the compensation of said arbitrator 
and expense of said recruise shall be paid by the said 
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second party, but in case the cruise of the arbitrator 
shall not be more than 20% above or below the cruise 
of the second party, then the compensation of said 
arbitrator and expense of said recruise shall not be 
paid by the second party.

It is further stipulated and agreed, that all cruises 
that shall be rejected by the first party shall be cor- 
rected and the proper report and correct cruise of the 
land included therein shall be made by the second par- 
ty accordingly as directed by the first party, and if 
the second party fails so to do, the first party shall 
have the right to cause the same to be cruised and the 
reports accordingly as hereinbefore agreed to be 
made, and the cost and expense thereof above twelve 
and one-half cents per acre shall be paid by the sec- 
ond party to the first party on demand, and the pay- 
ment thereof shall be secured by the bond filed here- 
with.

The second party hereby agrees that he will not 
sub-contract any part of the work to be done under 
the terms of this contract.

In reply to your Inquiry pertaining to the cruis- 
ing of timber in Clatsop County, Oregon, beg to 
state that during the past year the Board of Coun- 
ty Commissioners of Clatsop County, of which I am 
a member, caused the timber in Clatsop County to be 
cruised for the purpose of furnishing to the Asses- 
sor’s office proper and reliable data to enable him to 
make a just and equitable assessment.

Relative to your inquiry regarding the experience

Prior to having our timber cruised the valuations 
placed on timber were largely a matter of guess work, 
as it was impossible for the Assessor to determine the 
value of different ownerships of timbered land with- 
out having a reliable cruise. 

The cost of cruising this County has practically 
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been paid the first year in the increase in taxes de- 
rived from the timber companies. 

Prior to the cruise being made the timber owners 
were not paying anything like their just proportion 
of the taxes, as you will see by specific instances 
shown below. The first section shown, however, is 
rather an unusual instance, as this particular sec- 
tion of timber is one of the heaviest in our County. 
The second instance represents all of the Weyer- 
haeuser holdings scattered throughout the County.

other than said notice dated Feb. 16, 1914. 


V. 

That no specifications of what was to be required 
or done under the proposed contract referred to in 
said notice dated Feb. 16, 1914, were ever drawn up 
or written out by or authority of said Board of Coun- 
ty Commissioner's on or prior to the acceptance of the 
proposal of the defendant M. G. Nease on the 24th 
dav of February, 1914, by the said Board of County 
Commissioners; that said Board of County Commis- 
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sioners did not on or prior to the acceptance of said 
proposal of the said defendant M. G. Nease advise 
any other bidder or prospective bidder of the descrip- 
tion of the timber or timber lands to be valued, or 
the location of same; that the said Board of County 
Commissioners did not call for bids or proposals com- 
petitive with the proposal of the said defendant, M. 
G. Nease, prior to the acceptance of the said proposal 
of the said M. G. Nease on the 24th day of February, 
1914; that the said notice calling the said special ses- 
sion of the Board of County Commissioners of Clear- 
water County, Idaho, was not published in any news- 
paper; that on the 24th day of February, 1914, pro- 
posals were submitted to said Board of County Com- 
missioners in opposition to the proposal of the said 
defendant, M. G. Nease by R. B. Hunt and R. L. Ran- 
kin; that full, true and correct copies of the said pro- 
posals submitted by the defendant M. G. Nease and 
the said R. B. Hunt and the said R. L. Rankin on the 
said 24th day of February, 1914, are annexed hereto 
and made a part hereof as fully as if set forth here 
in full. 


VI. 

That the said Board of County Commissioners of 
Clearwater County, after accepting as aforesaid the 
proposal of the said defendant, M. G. Nease, entered 
on behalf of said Clearwater County into a contract 
in writing with the said M. G. Nease on the 24th day 
of February, 1914, which said contract is signed by 
each of the three County Commissioners and by the 
defendant M. G. Nease and attested by Joseph Kauff- 
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man, Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners, 
by F. N. Shreve, Deputy Cierk, with the seal of the 
County Commissioners of Clearwater County, Idaho, 
affixed, a full, true and correct copy of which con- 
tract and everything then on file or of record in the 
matter with certificate thereto is hereto annexed and 
made part hereof as fully as if here written in full. 


VII. 

That there are over 1,250,000 acres of land in said 
Clearwater County; that there is an unusually wide 
variation in the character and classification of lands 
in the State of Idaho, and especially in said Clear- 
water County, and the said variations in the classi- 
fication especially in said Clearwater County are con- 
stant and large variations, are experienced within 
short distances, and there is practically no uniform- 
ity; that said Clearwater County is an unusually 
rough mountainous country broken by narrow and 
precipitious canyons of the tributaries of the Clear- 
water River extending from the main Clearwater 
River across the county to the foothills of the moun- 
tain range which constitutes the boundary of the 
State of Idaho and Montana; that there is only one 
railroad in Clearwater County; that the same runs 
up the Clearwater River into the said county near 
the junction of the North Fork of the Clearwater 
River and then along the east side of the 
South Fork of the Clearwater River along 
the east boundary of said Clearwater County, 
excepting a branch line of railroad which 
runs into Elk River in the northwestern portion of 
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said county; that there are about 500,000 acres more 
or less of timber land in private ownership and con- 
trol in said Clearwater County; that there are a num- 
ber of varieties of timber growing upon the said 
lands; that in some localities one or more varieties 
grows almost exclusively, and in other localities the 
varieties are mixed in various degrees; that the con- 
dition of the timber as to age and facilities for log- 
ging differs widely in various sections; that in some 
sections the facilities for logging are so difficult as to 
render even the best quality of timber practically 
valueless for commercial purposes; that a cruise of 
any one or two townships of said timber and timber 
lands by reason of said variations and characteristics 
is of no value in estimating the value or assessing 
other tracts of timber or timber lands, and an at- 
tempt to assess the timber or timber lands of said 
Clearwater County on the basis of any particular 
sample township thereof would be wholly unjust and 
arbitrary and would not constitute an assessment or 
valuation at all of any lands other than the particular 
township or townships actually assessed or cruised. 


VIII. 

That on the 28th day of March, 1914, the said 
Board of County Commissioners of Clearwater Coun- 
ty designated the lands to be crused under said writ- 
ten contract between the defendant M. G. Nease and 
said County and caused said designation to be entered 
upon the records of said County in the Minute Book 
of said proceedings of the said County Commissioners 
in the words and figures following, to-wit: 
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“This being the time set by the Board in ac- 
cordance with notices of publication, dated 
March 21, 1914, for the designation of timbered 
lands to be cruised by M. G. Nease under the con- 
tract made Feby. 24, 1914, by and between 
Board of County Commissioners of Clearwater 
County, Idaho, party of the first part, and M. G. 
Nease, party of the second part, the Board, at 
this time, designated the following lands: 

“Scevionsel 243 64e5~6) TS oel0 iis, 
16, 17 and 18, in Township 38 North, Range 3 E. 
B. M. 

“Sections 10, 11, 12, 18, 14, 15, 21, 22, 23, 24, 
25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, in Town- 
ship 39 North, Range 3 E. B. M.” 


IX. 

That the defendant, M. G. Nease, is a non-resident 
of the State of Idaho and resides at or in the vicinity 
of Portland, in the State of Oregon; that the said 
defendant, M. G. Nease, proposes to select a lot of 
cruisers who are non-residents of said Clearwater 
County and of the State of Idaho, and to have them 
cruise the said lands under his directions; that 
neither the said defendant, M. G. Nease, nor any of 
said cruisers selected or to be selected by him are 
officers of the said Clearwater County, or deputies of 
any such officers and have not been appointed deputies 
by any officer of said County, nor have any proceed- 
ings been had authorizing the engagement of any of 
them as deputies or fixing the compensation of same 
as deputies according to the statute in such case 
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made and provided, or otherwise, or at all; that the 
said defendant, M. G. Nease, and such assistants as 
may be engaged by him as aforesaid are acting inde- 
pendently of the assessor of Clearwater County, Ida- 
ho, and wholly and exclusively under and by virtue 
of the said written contract between the said defen- 
dant Nease and said Clearwater County; that no ap- 
plication has been made to the Board of County Com- 
missioners by the assessor of Clearwater County for 
the appoinment of said Nease or any of the said cruis- 
ers engaged by him as deputy assessors, or for fixing 
the compensation of same as such deputies, nor have 
any of them been appointed as deputies by the assess- 
or in writing filed with the recorder of said Clear- 
water County, nor has said assessor published notice 
of application for a period of 30 days, or at all before 
any regular meeting of the Board of County Commis- 
sloners in any newspaper in said Clearwater County, 
nor has he posted any notice of intention to apply to 
the Board of County Commissioners for appointment 
of any of said parties as deputy or deputies or as 
clerical assistant, nor has the said assessor made any 
application to the said Board of County Commission- 
ers in any manner or form whatsoever for the ap- 
pointment of any of said parties as deputies or as 
clerical assistants, nor has the Board fixed the com- 
pensation for any of them. 


X. 
That the plan of the defendant, M. G. Nease, in 
operating under his said contract is to engage a large 
number of cruisers to be the actual work of cruising 
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under him and to furnish him reports of work done 
upon which he will file his claims for compensation 
under his said contract; that the said Nease hires the 
said subordinates to do for him the work which he 
has contracted to do for the County and in one or 
more instances has had this work done by his sub- 
ordinates as aforesaid at the rate of four cents per 
acre; that under the plan and arrangement provided 
in said contract neither the Board of County Commis- 
sioners nor the assessor or Clearwater County knows 
who will do the work of cruising the timber and tim- 
ber lands under the said contract, nor have they or 
any of them any power to select or discharge any of 
the persons who will do the work, or of directing the 
work, nor have they any way of knowing what com- 
pensation will be received by the men who will do the 
work; that none of the officers of Clearwater County 
have any knowledge of the character or qualifications 
of the men who will do the actual work of cruising as 
aforesaid; that plaintiff is informed and believes and 
accordingly avers that the defendant Nease has with- 
in a day or two last past arrived in the State of Idaho 
from the State of Oregon with 20, more or less, cruis- 
ers selected by him as aforesaid. 


XI. 

That the said contract is not authorized by any law 
of the State of Idaho, and on the contrary is made in 
violation of express provisions of the statutes and 
Constitution of the State of Idaho, and the same 
operates and was intended to operate as a fraud upon 
the taxpayers of Clearwater County. 
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XII. 

That if said contract were obligatory upon Clear- 
water County the liability thereby created coupled 
with the designation of lands to be cruised as afore- 
said exceeds the income and revenue provided for 
Clearwater County for the year 1914, and also for 
the fiscal year from on the second Monday in April, 
1918, to upon the second Monday in April, 1914; 
that no election has been either called or held at any 
time to authorize the incurring of said liability by 
said Clearwater County, and no provision has been 
made by said Clearwater County in any manner 
whatsoever for collection of a tax to pay either the 
principal or the interest of said lability as it falls 
due, or to constitute a sinking fund for the payment 
thereof, or any part thereof; that the ordinary and 
necessary expenses of said Clearwater County for the 
year 1914 authorized by the general laws of the State 
of Idaho thus far have continually exceeded, and dur- 
ing the balance of the year will vastly exceed any 
and all income and revenue provided for Clearwater 
County for the year 1914; that the ordinary and 
necessary expenses of Clearwater County for the 
fiscal year from on the second Monday in April, 1918, 
to upon the second Monday in April, 1914, have con- 
tinually exceeded, and by the second Monday in April, 
1914, will still further exceed the income and revenue 
provided for said Clearwater County for the said 
fiscal year thereof; that the said liability under the 
said contract and the designation of lands to be cruis- 
ed thereunder as aforesaid is an expense which is 
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not either an ordinary or a necessary expense to the 
said Clearwater County, nor an ordinary and neces- 
sary expense thereof either under the general laws 
of the State of Idaho or otherwise, and the said in- 
comes and revenues of Clearwater County which have 
been exceeded for the calendar year and fiscal year 
as aforesaid, as above alleged, have been exceeded by 
the ordinary and necessary expense of said County 
authorized by the general laws of the State of Idaho, 
said ordinary and necessary expense not including, 
but being in addition to the liability above mentioned 
under the said contract and the said designation of 
lands to be cruised thereunder as aforesaid; that the 
said liability created by the said contract and the 
designation of lands to be cruised thereunder is one 
which if valid could be paid only out of revenues in 
or to come into the current expense fund of Clear- 
water County, and the said Clearwater County has 
not had and will not have any fund for the payment 
of such liability other than such funds as have been or 
may be in the current expense fund of said Clear- 
water County; that no tax levy has been made for 
taxes for the year 1914 in Clearwater County, State 
of Idaho, and the same will not be made until Septem- 
ber next; that after payment of the ordinary and 
necessary expenses of Clearwater County, Idaho, au- 
thorized by the general laws of the State of Idaho for 
the fiscal year from on the second Monday in April, 
1913, to upon the second Monday in April, 1914, there 
will not remain any funds or resources of Clearwater 
County, Idaho, either in the current expense fund of 
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the said County, or in any other fund or funds there- 
of arising from income and revenue provided for or 
received by said County for said fiscal year for the 
payment of said liability or any part thereof, and on 
the expiration of the calendar year 1914 after the 
payment of all the ordinary and necessary expenses 
of Clearwater County for the year, 1914, authorized 
by the general laws of the State of Idaho, there will 
not remain any sum or resources either in the current 
expense fund or in any other fund or funds of said 
County arising from the income provided for said 
County during the said calendar year, or received by 
it during the said calendar year for payment upon 
the said liability under the said contract or any part 
thereof; that no session or term of the District Court 
is now fixed or provided for in said Clearwater Coun- 
ty, Idaho, till October 5th, 1914. 


XIII. 

That plaintiff is informed and believes and there- 
fore alleges that the defendant M. G. Nease has no 
property in the State of Idaho out of which the said 
Clearwater County could recover any sums of money 
that might be paid to him under said contract, nor any 
property elsewhere out of which same can be recover- 
ed; that any money that is paid to the said M. G. 
Nease under the said contract by Clearwater County 
must be raised by levy and collection of same from 
the property of the property holders of said Clear- 
water County and the said alleged liability and any 
levy and assessment of taxes for payment of the said 
alleged liability would constitute a cloud and burden 
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on the property of the property owners of said Clear- 
water County. 

WHEREFORE, plaintiff prays that a judgment be 
entered cancelling the contract between the defendant 
Nease and Clearwater County, a copy of which is 
annexed to the complaint, and enjoining the defen- 
dants Frank Zelenka, Frank Harrison and Elmer O. 
Torgerson, as County Commissioners, and their suc- 
cessors as such, from allowing any claim against 
Clearwater County under or upon or pursuant to said 
eontract, and from levying any tax for payment on 
said contract, and enjoining the defendant Joseph 
Kauffman, as Auditor of Clearwater County, and his 
successors as such, or any deputy of said Kauffman 
and his successors, for issuing any warrant upon any 
fund of said Clearwater County in favor of the de- 
fendant M. G. Nease, or his assigns upon any claim 
under, or upon, or pursuant to the said contract, and 
enjoining the defendant Blair E. Hoar, as Treasurer 
of Clearwater County, and his successors as such, and 
deputies of said Hoar or his successors as treasurer 
of said County, from paying from the funds of Clear- 
water County any sums to the defendant M. G. Nease, 
or his assigns under, pursuant to or upon the said 
contract, or upon any warrant issued in favor of said 
Nease or his assigns on any claim made on, under or 
pursuant to said contract, and enjoining the defen- 
dant Clearwater County, and all its officers and depu- 
ties thereof and assistants, either now in office or 
hereafter coming into office at any time from allow- 
ing any claim in favor of the said Nease or his assigns 
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against the said County upon, under or pursuant to 
said contract, and from issuing any warrant on any 
such claim for payment thereof, or from paying any 
such warrant, and enjoining the defendant M. G. 
Nease from filing any claim against said County up- 
on, under or pursuant to said contract, or from com- 
mencing any action or proceeding of any nature 
against said County or any of its officials thereon, 
and for a temporary injunction as herein prayed 
during the pendency of this action, and for a tem- 
porary restraining order pending the hearing of any 
motion or order to show cause against the issuance 
of such temporary injunction, and for such other and 
further relief in the premises as to the Court may 
seem meet and proper, and for plaintiff’s costs in the

ASSIGNMENT OF ERRORS. 

Now, on the 4th day of January, 1917, comes the 
plaintiff, Dexter Horton Trust and Savings Bank, 
a corporation, by its attorneys and solicitors, George 
W. Tannahill, Peters and Powell and H. B. Beckett, 
and says that the decree entered in the above cause 
on the 11th day of September, 1916, is erroneous and 
unjust to the plaintiff for the following reasons: 
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J{ 

Because the court overruled the objection of the 
plaintiff to the reading from the deposition of the 
witness Frank Schreve, a witness for the defendant, 
of the answer to the following question propounded 
to the deponent by defendants’ counsel: 

“Please state whether or not any officials were 
present at that time, and, if so, who?” 

To this the plaintiff objected on the ground that 
the first contract between Clearwater County and 
M. G. Nease, which was authorized at the meeting 
of the board of county commissioners of Clearwater 
County on February 24, 1914, had been rescinded 
and that no rights were being claimed in this suit 
under that contract. The plaintiff also objected up- 
on the above ground to any testimony being received 
with reference to the commissioners’ meeting of 
February 24, 1914. The objection was overruled. 
Thereupon the answer of the deponent was read as 
follows: 

“ALL the members of the board were present to 
the best of my recollection and also P. H. Blake, the 
county assessor, and Mr. Portfors and Mr. Samson 
Snyder, and several other men, as well as Mr. Nease.” 


JU 
Because the court, over the objection of the plain- 
tiff, granted leave to the defendants to amend their 
answer so as to include therein the allegations of 
fraud and collusion not in the original answer sub- 
stantially as follows: That the contract between 
the defendant, Clearwater County, and M. G. Nease, 
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of April 15, 1914, was entered into pursuant to a 
fraudulent and collusive agreement among them- 
selves and P. H. Blake that the said M. G. Nease 
should be given a contract to cruise the timber in 
Clearwater County at a price greatly in excess of a 
fair and reasonable price and without competition ; 
and that the said board of county commissioners and 
P. H. Blake fraudulently permitted the said M. G. 
Nease to cruise a large amount of taxable lands, viz: 
lands the title to which was then in the State of Idaho 
and in the United States Government; and that the 
said board of county commissioners and the said 
M. G. Nease fraudulently, and with the intent to 
prevent the taxpayers and interested persons in 
Clearwater County from taking action to test the 
validity of said contract for timber cruising, permit- 
ted the action of John H. Lewis against the board of 
county commissioners, et al., and the appeal taken 
from the order of the board of county commission- 
ers, wherein the said county commissioners entered 
into said contract with M. G. Nease for the cruising 
of timber, under date of April 15, 1914, to remain 
on the docket in said Clearwater County for the pur- 
pose and with the intent to mislead the taxpayers 
and interested persons in said Clearwater County; 
and that said M. G. Nease, with the knowledge and 
consent of the board of county commissioners, and of 
the said P. H. Blake, hurriedly performed the work 
under his said contract and said work was inaccurate 
and of no value to Clearwater County for assessment 
purposes. That said county commissioners pretend- 
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ed to employ a man to check the work of said M. G. 
Nease and of his timber cruiser and said checker 
knew and had reason to know that the work of said 
M. G. Nease was incompetent and of no value to 
Clearwater County; that all of said information was 
known to the said board of county commissioners 
who, notwithstanding such information, knowingly 
permitted said M. G. Nease to file reports of cruising 
of timber lands in Clearwater County and allowed 
the same when said work was of no value, and that 
the reports of said checker were delivered secretly 
and privately to the board of county commissioners 
and said P. H. Blake, assessor of the defendant 
county. 
III. 

Because the court over-ruled the objection of the 
plaintiff to the reading from the deposition of the 
witness Charles Portfors, a witness for the defen- 
dants, of the answer to the question propounded to 
the deponent by defendants’ counsel. The witness 
had testified that he was a timber cruiser and that 
his method of cruising was to double run; that is, to 
pass through each forty acres twice in making his 
cruise. Thereupon the following question propound- 
ed to the witness by counsel for the defendants was 
read: 

“Have you usually made any exceptions? If so, 
why and under what circumstances?” 

Thereupon the plaintiff by its counsel objected to 
this question and to the witness’ answer to the same 
being read upon the following grounds: 
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(a) That the purpose of the testimony sought to 
be elicited from the witness and also by subsequent 
questions was to show that the work done by the 
cruisers who were in the employ of M. G. Nease was 
not properly done and to examine into the question 
as to whether Nease had properly performed his con- 
tract in doing the work which he was required to do 
thereunder and to show that the work done by Nease 
in the performance of his contract had not in the 
opinion of the witness been done in a correct man- 
ner. 

(b) That the board of county commissioners of 
Clearwater County was under the law charged with 
the duty and power of accepting or rejecting the work 
done by Nease and that, having accepted the same 
after the performance by Nease, the County is bound 
by such acceptance, which closes all inquiry into the 
question of whether the contract had been properly 
performed or not, in the absence of a showing that 
the commissioners had been induced to make such 
acceptance by some fraud or deceit practiced upon 
them in the matter of acceptance. 

Thereupon the court ruled that the defendants 
would be permitted to show if they could that the 
work of the contractor Nease was so improperly done 
that no honest man would accept it for the reason 
that such facts if proven might reflect upon the mo- 
tive of the parties to the contract in the letting of 
the same. Thereupon the deponent’s answer to the 
question was read and was to the effect that he had 
run through forty-acre tracts occasionally four times 
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when he thought it necessary and occasionally made 
single runs. That he made single runs in burnt 
tracts when there was not enough timber to justify 
buying it, but not in green timber. And continuing 
the deponent Portfors further stated that four forty- 
acre tracts per day is a good average for a cruiser’s 
work; that a cruise arrived at by passing once 
through each forty-acre tract would not have any 
value for assessment purposes because a man could 
not see the timber and get an average on a single 
run. 
This ruling of the court was error. 


IV. 

Because the court erred in admitting in evidence 
Defendants’ Exhibit Three under the following cir- 
cumstances. 

Defendants’ Exhibit Three was identified by the 
witness M. G. Nease as the report of one Archie 
Young of his cruise on section four, township 39 
north, range three east. This report was made by 
Archie Young to M. G. Nease and is dated April 25 
and 26, 1914, and there is the following notation in 
the margin of this report: ‘These two forties were 
actually cruised, balance done in camp.” When this 
document was offered in evidence by the defendants’ 
counsel, plaintiff objected to its being received in 
evidence on the ground that the court could not in 
this case examine into the correctness of the work 
done by Nease and that all questions in regard to the 
sufficiency of the performance of the work had been 
concluded by the acceptance of the work by the de- 
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fendant county and that the evidence offered did not 
in any manner tend to substantiate any of the alle- 
gations of the answer of collusion or fraud. 

The plaintiff by its counsel requested that it be 
understood that this objection be taken and consider- 
ed as made to all evidence that should be offered for 
a like purpose. 

Thereupon the court made the following ruling: 

TE COURT: 

“Of course, gentlemen, it ought to be under- 
stood at this time that if you are going into this 
matter at all you will have to take it up in such 
a way as to make it a circumstance tending to 
show a fraudulent agreement or understanding 
between this witness and the board of county 
commissioners. We can’t be drawn into an in- 
quiry at this time as to the correctness of the 
work itself. In other words, we are not going to 
sit here as a board of county commissioners 
would sit for the purpose of determining wheth- 
er or not the warrants should have been drawn 
or the bills allowed, unless you go further and 
show that there was a fraudulent understand- 
ing or collusive arrangement between this wit- 
ness and the board of commissioners, pursuant 
to which the board went through the form of 
allowing his claims without examining into 
them, and they both understood that the work 
would not be properly done.” 

Counsel for the defendants then stated to the court 
that they would later connect up the evidence offered 
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and that it was submitted for the purpose of showing 
fraud and collusion, because if that kind of work was 
passed by the commissioners that would tend to show 
such fraud and collusion. 

The plaintiff by its counsel then made further ob- 
jection to said report being received in evidence on 
the ground that there was no proof before the court 
as to who had made the annotation in the margin 
thereof. Thereupon the court made the following 
ruling: 

“The objection is overruled provided it will be con- 
nected up in that way as suggested by counsel.” 

Thereupon the document was received in evidence 
and marked defendants’ Exhibit Three. This evi- 
dence was never connected in the manner suggested 
by counsel for the defendants, or at all. 

This ruling of the court was error. 


V. 

Because the court overruled the objection of the 
plaintiff to the following question asked by the de- 
fendants’ counsel upon direct examination of the 
witness M. G. Nease, a witness for the defendants: 

“Have you any books or have you prepared any 
statement showing the names of all the men who 
worked for you and their actual time of employment 
and the amount paid and other figures and accounts 
tending to show what this work cost you?” 

To this the plaintiff objected on the ground that 
the amount which it cost the witness to perform the 
work was immaterial to any of the issues in the case 
and that the amount paid by the witness to his men 
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was likewise immaterial to any of the issues of the 
case. 

Thereupon the court overruled the objections of the 
plaintiff and the witness answered as follows: 

“Partially so, yes.” 

Proceeding the witness further testified that the 
statement was incomplete in that it did not show the 
amount of cash paid out at various times from his 
own pocket. 

This ruling of the court was error. 


VI. 

Because the court erred in admitting in evidence 
Defendants’ Exhibit Four. This was a tabulated 
statement offered in evidence by the defendants show- 
ing the amount of timber, poles and ties, found by one 
Roy Wherry and one John Swanson in the cruise 
made by them for the defendant county in the months 
of March, April and May, 1916, as compared with the 
amount of the cruise of M. G. Nease for the defendant 
county of the same lands, to-wit: 

The Southwest of the Northwest, and the North- 
west of the Southwest of Section 27, and the North- 
east Quarter, the West half of the Southeast Quarter, 
and the Southeast quarter of the Southeast quarter 
of Section 34, all in 85 North, Range 5 HE. B. M. 
Also the South half of Section 18, all of Section 24, 
the North half of the Southeast quarter, and the 
North half of the Southwest quarter of Section 25, 
the East half of the Northeast quarter, the Northwest 
quarter of the Northeast quarter, the West half of 
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the Northwest quarter, the Southeast quarter of the 
Northwest quarter, and all of the South half of Sec- 
tion 26; the Southeast quarter of the Southwest quar- 
ter, and the Southwest quarter of the Southeast quar- 
ter of Section 33; the North half of the Northwest 
quarter of Section 34; the North half of the North- 
west quarter, and the Southwest quarter of the 
Northwest quarter, and the West half of the South- 
west quarter of Section 35, all in Township 387 north, 
Range Five E. B. M. The East half of the South- 
west quarter, and all of the Southeast quarter of Sec- 
tion 2; the Northeast quarter, the East half of the 
Northwest quarter, the East half of the Southwest 
quarter, and all of the Southeast quarter of Section 
11. The West half, and the East half of the North- 
east quarter, and the Northeast quarter of the South- 
east quarter of Section 14. The Northeast quarter, 
the West half of the Northwest quarter, the West 
half of the Southwest quarter, and the Southeast 
quarter of Section 24. The Northeast quarter, the 
West half of the West half, and all of the Southeast 
quarter of Section 25, all in Township 39 North, 
Range 5 E. B. M. 

This statement shows the difference between the 
amount of each variety of timber found upon each 
forty-acre tract covered by the statement by Wherry 
and Swanson and the amount found thereon by 
Nease’s cruiser. For example, it shows that Nease’s 
cruiser found no timber on the East half of Section 
34, Township 35 North, Range Five East, and that 
Mr. Wherry found thereon as follows: 
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On the Northeast quarter of the Northeast quarter, 
15,000 white pine, 220 bull pine, 7,000 white fir, 
135,000 red fir and 750 poles; 

On the Northwest of the Northeast, 10,000 yellow 
pine, 120,000 bull pine, 65,000 white fir, 60,000 red 
fir, and 7,000 poles; 

Sethe of the Northeast, 195,000 bull pine, 50,- 
000 white fir, 80,000 red fir, 4,000 poles; 

Southeast of the Northeast, 15,000 white pine, 
160,000 bull pine, 50,000 white fir, and 155,000 red 
fir, and 7,500 poles. 

Northwest of the Southeast, 10,000 white pine, 
110,000 bull pine, 60,000 white fir, 140,000 red fir, 
7,000 poles; 

Southwest of the Southeast, 45, 000 bull pine, 30,- 
000 white fir, 50,000 red fir, 3,000 poles; 

Southeast of the Southeast, 15,000 white pine, 10,- 
000 yellow pine, 20,000 bull pine, 30,000 white fir, 
85,000 red fir and 4,000 poles. 

The statement shows that Nease estimated and re- 
ported to Clearwater County white pine upon section 
25, township 37 north, range five east, and that 
Wherry and Swanson found thereon as follows: 

Northeast of the Northeast, Nease, 500,000; 
Wherry, 865,000; Swanson, 880,000. 

Northwest of the Northeast, Nease, 600,000; 
Wherry, 1,155,000; Swanson, 1,115,000. 

Southwest of the Northeast, Nease, 500,000; 
Wherry, 600,000; Swanson, 545,000. 

Southeast of the Northeast, Nease, 700,000; 
Wherry, 780,000; Swanson, 760,000. 
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Northeast of the Northwest, Nease, 250,000; 
Wherry, 175,000; Swanson, 185,000. 

Northwest of the Northwest, Nease, 250,000; 
Wherry, 420,000; Swanson, 455,000. 

Southwest of the Northwest, Nease, 300,000; 
Wherry, 700,000; Swanson, 690,000. 

Southeast of the Northwest, Nease, 600,000; 
Wherry, 540,000; Swanson, 540,000. 

Northeast of the Southwest, Nease, 350,000; 
Wherry, 505,000; Swanson, 520,000. 

Northwest of the Southwest, Nease, 500,000; 
Wherry, 615,000; Swanson, 600,000. 

Northeast of the Southeast, Nease, 900,000; 
Wherry, 1,175,000; Swanson, 1,120,000. 

Northwest of the Southeast, Nease, 500,000; 
Wherry, 975,000; Swanson, 915,000. 

Southwest of the Southeast, Nease, 500,000; 
Wherry, 765,000; Swanson, 790,000. 

Southeast of the Southeast, Nease, 200,000; 
Wherry, 245,000; Swanson, 250,000. 

The remainder of the statement is of like nature 
showing differences in varying degrees between the 
estimates of Wherry and Swanson and the Nease 
cruiser of timber upon the several forty acres covered 
by the statement. 

The plaintiff by its counsel objected to the state- 
ment being received in evidence on the following 
grounds: 

The purpose of the statement offered is to show 
that the cruise made by Mr. Wherry and Mr. Swan- 
son in March, April and May, 1916, is at variance

with the cruise made by Mr. Nease under his con- 
tract and filed with the county. It does not tend to 
show any collusion or fraud. That the fact, if such 
it be, that the estimates made by Wherry and Swan- 
son did not agree with the estimates made by Nease’s 
cruise of the same land is not material to any of the 
issues in this case. The question whether the Nease 
cruise Is in some respects inaccurate is not a matter 
to be tried in this case. 

(2) That under the terms of the contract be- 
tween Nease and the defendant county, Nease was 
bound and it was his privilege to recruise and make 
good any work that the county rejected. If any of 
Nease’s work was faulty the remedy of the county 
was to require the work to be made good. 

(8) After having accepted the work the county 
could not now relieve itself from such acceptance by 
showing that some of the work was improperly done. 

(4) That the contractor Nease gave a bond to 
the defendant county for the faithful performance of 
his work. There is no evidence or claim that there 
has been any concealment from the county of the 
character of the work done. 

The court overruled the objection and permitted 
the statement to be received in evidence. 

This ruling of the court was error. 


VIL. 

Because the court erred in admitting in evidence 
Defendants’ Exhibit Number Five, which was a 
statement offered in evidence by the defendants com- 
paring the amount of timber estimated by Mr. Roy 
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Wherry upon certain lands therein described as com- 
pared with the amount reported thereon by M. G. 
Nease to the defendant county as the result of the 
cruise by his men of the same lands, to-wit: 

The statement shows that Nease estimated and re- 
ported to Clearwater County white pine upon sec- 
tions 25 and 35 in Township 37 North, Range five 
East, and that Wherry found thereon as follows: 

Southwest of the Southwest of Section 25, Nease,. 
200,000; Wherry, 260,000; 

Southeast of the Southwest of Section 25, Nease, 
200,000; Wherry, 225,000; 

Northwest of the Northeast of Section 35, Nease, 
150,000; Wherry, 290,000; 

Southwest of the Northeast, Nease, 0; Wherry, 
100,000; 

Southeast of the Northeast, Nease, 150,000; Wher- 
ry, 520,000; 

Southeast of the Northwest, Nease, 100,000; Wher- 
ry, 75,000. 

The remainder of the statement is of like nature 
showing differences in varying degree between the 
estimates of Wherry and Nease’s cruiser of timber 
upon the several forty acres covered by the state- 
ment. 

The plaintiff objected to the statement being re- 
ceived in evidence upon the same grounds upon which 
it objected to the introduction of evidence of Defen- 
dants’ Exhibit Number Four. The objection was 
overruled and the statement was received in evidence 
and marked Defendants’ Exhibit Number Five. This 
ruling of the court was error. 
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VIII. 

Because the court erred in admitting in evidence 
Defendants’ Exhibit Number Eleven, which is the 
topographic sketch on the back of the original field 
report of the witness Roy Wherry of his cruise of 
Section six, Township 388 North, Range six East, 
which he made for M. G. Nease, and the original 
topographic plat of said section turned in by Nease 
as a part of his report on the same section to Clear- 
water County. 

The plaintiff objected to said documents being re- 
ceived in evidence on the ground that they did not 
tend to prove anything which is in issue in the case. 
The court overruled the objection and the said docu- 
ment was received in evidence and marked Defen- 
dants’ Exhibit Eleven. This ruling of the court was 
error. 


IX. 

Because the court erred in admitting in evidence 
Defendants’ Exhibit Number Eighteen, which was a 
statement identified by the witness James A. Mor- 
row, showing the comparative results of the cruise of 
certain lands made by James A. Morrow and the 
cruise made by Nease for Clearwater County of the 
same lands, to-wit: 

The statement shows that Nease estimated and re- 
ported to Clearwater County, white pine upon section 
18, township 35 north, range five east, and that Mor- 
row found thereon as follows: 

Northeast of the Northeast, Nease, 35,000 yellow 
pine, 10,000 bull pine, 15,000 white fir, 35,000 red 
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fir, 10,000 tamarack; Morrow, 210,000 yellow pine, 
80,000 white fir, 380,000 red fir, 70,000 cedar, 20,- 
000 cedar poles. 

Southeast of the Northeast, Nease, 20,000 yellow 
pine, 10,000 bull pine, 20,000 white fir, 30,000 red 
fir, 10,000 tamarack; Morrow, 320,000 yellow pine, 
170,000 red fir. 

Northeast of the Southeast, Nease, 85,000 yellow 
pine, 50,000 white fir, 65,000 red fir, 90,000 tama- 
rack, 10,000 spruce, 15,000 cedar, 7,000 cedar poles; 
Morrow, 215,000 yellow pine, 200,000 white fir, 320,- 
000 red fir, 100,000 cedar, 90,000 cedar poles. 

Southwest of the Northeast, Nease, 20,000 white 
pine, 85,000 yellow pine, 120,000 white fir, 85,000 
red fir, 25,000 tamarack, 25,000 spruce, 5,000 cedar 
poles; Morrow, 50,000 yellow pine, 70,000 white fir, 
230,000 red fir, 70,000 cedar poles. 

Northwest of the Northeast, Nease, 15,000 white 
pine, 85,000 vellow pine, 125,000 white fir, 80,000 
red fir, 20,000 tamarack, 30,000 spruce, 5,000 cedar 
poles; Morrow, 35,000 white pine, 120,000 yellow 
pine, 90,000 white fir, 330,000 red fir, 55,000 cedar, 
100,000 cedar poles.

Northwest of the Southeast, Nease, 30,000 yellow 
pine, 20,000 bull pine, 250,000 white fir, 75,000 red 
fir, 100,000 tamarack, 25,000 spruce, 15,000 cedar, 
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5,000 cedar poles; Morrow, 100,000 yellow pine, 90,- 
000 white fir, 240,000 red fir, 25,000 cedar. 

Northeast of the Southwest, Nease, 80,000 yellow 
pine, 45,000 bull pine, 35,000 white fir, 125,000 red 
fir, 50,000 tamarack, 20,000 spruce, 4,000 cedar 
poles; Morrow, 20,000 white pine, 65,000 yellow 
pine, 110,000 white fir, 300,000 red fir. 

Southeast of the Southwest, Nease, 60,000 yellow 
pine, 50,000 buil pine, 100,000 white fir, 175,000 red 
fir, 155,000 tamarack, 85,000 spruce, 3,000 cedar 
poles; Morrow, 10,000 white pine, 340,000 yellow 
pine, 100,000 white fir, 480,000 red fir. 

Southwest of the Southwest, Nease, 225,000 yellow 
pine, 70,000 bull pine, 75,000 white fir, 230,000 red 
fir, 75,000 tamarack, 15,000 spruce, 7,000 cedar 
poles; Morrow, 210,000 yellow pine, 70,000 red fir. 

Southeast of the Northwest, Nease, 40,000 white

The plaintiff objected to the said statement being 
received in evidence for the reason that a comparison 
of the cruises made by Mr. Nease and Mr. Morrow 
upon the same lands was not relevant or material to 
any of the issues in the case. The objection was over- 
ruled by the court and the statement was received in 
evidence and marked Defendants’ Exhibit 18. This 
ruling of the court was error. 
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X. 

Because the court erred in admitting in evidence 
Defendants’ Exhibit Number 21, which is the com- 
plaint filed by one John Lewis in a suit against 
Frank Zelenka, and others, to enjoin the board of 
county commissioners of Clearwater County from 
proceeding further under their first contract with 
M. G. Nease and to cancel the same. 

The plaintiff objected to the same being received 
in evidence upon the ground that the suit in which 
the complaint was filed never passed to judgment 
and did not tend to prove any of the issues in the 
case on trial. 

The court overruled this objection and the com- 
plaint was received in evidence and marked Defen- 
dants’ Exhibit No. 21. 

This ruling of the court was error. 


XI. 

Because the court erred in admitting in evidence 
Defendants’ Exnibit Number 33 under the following 
circumstances. 

The defendants’ counsel propounded the following 
question to the witness M. G. Nease, a witness for 
the defendant: 

“Have you prepared any statement with reference 
to the cost of this cruise?” 

To which the witness answered: ‘Some.’ 

Thereupon the defendants’ counsel asked the wit- 
ness Nease the following question: 

“Will you produce it?” 

The plaintiff then objected to the question and to 
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the reception of any evidence of the cost of the wit- 
ness Nease of the cruise on the ground that such cost 
was irrelevant and immaterial to any of the issues 
in the case and would not in any way tend to prove 
what was a reasonable contract price for the work. 
The court then overruled the objection and the wit- 
ness Nease produced a statement of the amounts paid 
by him to his cruisers and compassmen when em- 
ployed in the work of cruising for the defendant 
county and the defendants’ counsel then offered the 
same in evidence. The plaintiff by its counsel ob- 
jected to the reception of the said statement in evi- 
dence on the ground that the same did not tend to 
prove any of the issues in the case, did not tend to 
prove whether the contract was entered into in good 
faith and did not tend to show what was a fair con- 
tract price for the work. The court then overruled 
the objection and the statement was received in evi- 
dence and marked Defendants’ Exhibit Number 33. 

The ruling of the court in admitting the state- 
ment in evidence was error. 


XII. 

Because the court erred in admitting any evidence 
in regard to the cost to M. G. Nease of the work done 
by him for the defendant county under: his contract 
with it. 

XIII. 

Because the court erred in overruling the objec- 
tion of the plaintiff to the following question asked by 
the defendants’ counsel of the witness L. E. Albright, 
a witness for the defendant: 
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“How many times did Mr. Weir pass through each 
forty while you were working with him?” 

The plaintiff objected to this question and to the 
witness answering the same on the ground that the 
evidence sought to be adduced was incompetent, ir- 
relevant and immaterial and did not tend to show 
that the transaction in question was not in good faith 
nor tend to impeach the contract sued upon. And 
the plaintiff’s counsel then requested that the objec- 
tion might be understood as going to all evidence of- 
fered for the same purpose; and the court rules that 
it would be so understood and thereupon overruled 
the objection ; and the witness answered: 

“A double run for about a week and a single run 
the balance of the time.” 

This ruling of the court was error. 


b.L 

Because the court erred in admitting over the ob- 
jection of the plaintiff any evidence as to the charac- 
ter or inaccuracy of the work furnished and done by 
M. G. Nease in performance of his contract with the 
defendant county dated April 15, 1914. 

XV. 

Because the court erred in admitting in evidence 
Defendants’ Exhibit Number 35, which was the field 
book used by the witness L. E. Albright in his work 
with the witness Roy Wherry and the witness John 
Swanson in their doing check cruising for the defen- 
dant county in the months of March, April and May, 
1916. This book was offered in evidence by the de- 
fendants’ counsel and the plaintiff objected to the 
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same being received in evidence upon the same 
ground that the plaintiff had theretofore objected to 
the evidence of the work done by the witness Wherry 
and the witness Swanson and especially defendants’ 
exhibits four and five and particularly upon the 
ground that there was no issue in the case on trial as 
to whether Nease’s work had been accurately or in- 
accurately done, and that if any of the work done by 
Nease for the defendant county was inaccurate the 
remedy of the county was to require Nease under the 
terms of his contract to make good the work. The 
court overruled the objections and the field book was 
thereupon received in evidence and marked Defen- 
dants’ Exhibit 35. This ruling of the court was 
error. 
XVI. 

Because the court erred in adjudging and decree- 
ing that the bill of the plaintiff be dismissed and that 
the defendants recover their costs of the plaintiff. 

XVII. 

Because the court erred in failing and refusing to 
adjudge and decree that the said defendants, and 
especially said defendant treasurer, Oren D. Crock- 
ett, as treasurer of the defendant county, be restrain- 
ed and enjoined from paying out of the current re- 
demption fund of the said county any warrants 
drawn by said county and payable out of said fund 
while there should remain outstanding and unpaid 
any of the plaintiff’s warrants of prior registry and 
described in the bill of complaint. 
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XVII. 

Because the court erred in failing and refusing to 
adjudge and decree that the said defendants, and 
especially said defendant treasurer, be required to 
call and pay out of the warrant redemption fund of 
the defendant Clearwater County all of the outstand- 
ing warrants of said county held by the plaintiff and 
described in its bill of complaint in the order in which 
the same were in point of time registered by the said 
treasurer. 

XIX. 

Because the court erred in failing and refusing to 
enter a decree for the plaintiff and against the de- 
fendant county for the sum of Forty-nine Thousand 
Five Hundred Sixty-one and 99/100 Dollars, being 
the amount, principal and interest, due, at the date 
of the entry of the decree, to the plaintiff from the 
defendant county for and on account of said war- 
rants. 

xX 

Because the court erred in failing and refusing to 
enter a decree adjudging that each of the warrants 
described in the plaintiff’s bill of complaint was a 
valid obligation of the defendant Clearwater County 
for the amount for which the same was drawn with 
interest. 

XXI. 

Because the court erred in failing and refusing to 
enter a decree adjudging that the defendant Clear- 
water County was indebted to the plaintiff in the sum 
of Forty-nine Thousand Five Hundred Sixty-one and 
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99/100 Dollars for and on account of the labor and 
material furnished to the said county by M. G. Nease 
in the performance of the contract between the said 
Nease and the said county dated April 15, 1914. 


XXII. 

Because the court erred in failing and refusing to 
enter a decree adjudging that the claims of M. G. 
Nease, allowed by the board of county commission- 
ers of Clearwater County for work performed and 
materials furnished by M. G. Nease to the said coun- 
ty under the contract in writing between said M. G. 
Nease and said Clearwater County, dated April 15, 
1914, were each and all valid debts against said 
Clearwater County.
